Passage came 
on a scarcely audible voice vote. 
House attention shifted to a sep­ 
arate appropriation m e a s u r e 
which provides $3,600,000,000 un­ 
der the terms oi the authorization, 
or ceiling biU. 
Both measures M*e far below 
President Eisenhower’s requests. 
He a^ed f« * ahout five billion 
dollars. 
House leaders awaited an ex­ 
pected announcem^ from Eisen- 
how« * at Gettysburg. Pa., before 
deciding whether to make a con­ 
certed effort to add some funds to 
the 
iqipiropriatkm 
bill 
on 
the 
House floor or leave it to Ihe Sen­ 
ate. 
’The House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee last week virted to slash the 
bin $1,400,000,000 below Eisenhow­ 
er’s request. 
With four hours of debate al­ 
lowed for the big nwney biU Mid 
otoer business to be taken up first, 
it waa p(» sU)le diat a final House 
vote on the money measure would 
iR^ be t^en today. 


That would put off a formal vote 
until next Wednesday because of 
an informal agreement to have 
no voting tomonxw. 
Rep. Taber (NY), senior Repub­ 
lican on the Appropriations Com­ 
mittee, called the committee cut

In round figures, the authoriza­ 
tion measure woidd allow a four- 
billion-dollar overseas assnstance 
program for the yew, compwad

request. Its majw reduction is 700 
million dollars from the three bil­ 
lions Eisenhoww sought for mili­ 
tary aid to free world countries. 
A bigger out of $1,200,000,000 in 
arms aid is contained in the sec- 
(Mid bill, a $3,600,000.000 appropria­ 
tions measure whkh oarries the 
actual funds for the program. This 
bUl, okayed by the Appropriations 
Committee last Friday, was tenta- 
tivety slated for floor actkm late 
in the day. 
The committee computed Ms to­ 
tal figure at about $1,400,000,000 
below the total of both new and 
carryover fimds it said Eisenhow­ 
er asked. 
The money biU would be the 
main ta i^ of any drive to re­ 
store funds.

castle,” an axiom Imported from Eng­ 
land. There may be limitations to such 
an accepted theory now. 
“A House Is Not a Castle,” according 
to the caption of 
a story in the June 11 
issue of Time. 
It concerns an English 
woman, 
who with her daughter, was 
abruptly 
ev icted 
from 
her 
160-acre 
farm. 
The sole reason was that, in the 
v iew of the Ministry, she was not farm­ 
ing her land “in accordance with the 
rules of good husbandiT.*’ 
The law in q uestion was passed in the 
austerity days of 19 47. 
As Time des­ 
cribes the law’ “. . . it offered the farm ­ 
ers a bargain: ‘guaranteed prices and 
assured m arkets’ in exchange for an ob­ 
ligation to maintain certain standards of 
production.” 
Local committees decide 
what these standards should be and are 
giv en sweeping law’ enforcement pow­ 


ers, including that of ev iction. 
The Morning Oregonian dev oted an 
editorial to this ev ent in which it stres­ 
sed a point of top importance. 
It q uot­ 
ed one of England’s most respected pub­ 
lications, The Economist. 
The latter’s 
discussion was based on what it regards 
as adm inistrativ e failures and weaknes­ 
ses in applying the law. 
The Oregonian 
said: “This reaction seems to indicate 
that under the welfare state the free­ 
dom of the indiv idual becomes less 
important 
than 
the 
efficiency 
with 
which the group is controlled. 
And let 
no one believ e it couldn’t happen here ” 
The welfare state, in other words, is 
simply based on a more moderate v er­ 
sion of the socialist-communist dogma 
that indiv idual rights and liberties are 
ahv a\s of secondary consideration. There 
is a lesson for us all in what happened 
to a landowner in England.

W a s h i n g t o n H e r r y - G o ^ R o u n d - ^ 
Faulty Engineë in Some Air Tra« fedie!

WASHINGTON — Buried m the files of the 
Civ U Aeronautics .AdminLStration and the Civ il 
Aeronautics 
Board 
are reports of near air 
tragedies 
that don't 
make happy 
reading. 
Ma>^be that's why they are still buried. 
They also show inexcusable negligence or 
buck-passing on the part of gov ernment officials 
and on the part of some airlines. 
In v iew of the increasing congestion of the 
airw'ays, with near misses in collisions happen­ 
ing sev eral times a day, here is some of the 
disturbing information buried in CAB-CA.A filc.^. 
One file shows failure of an important air­ 
line to change its propeller mechanism on the 
DC-7B when warned to do so. and the failure 
of the CAA to force a change — until a near 
accident. 
In Nov ember, 1955, the Hamilton Standard 
Propeller Company had informed all DC-7B op­ 
erators that it was replacing the driv e shafts 
of its propellers on the DC-7B with an improv ed 
part. Howev er, the CAA did not make this 
change mandatory and Pan American Airways 
continued to <H>erate its DC-7B’s until such time 
as it was possible to change them. 
On Dec. 28, 1955, following this, a Pan Ameri­ 
can DC-7B caught fire in its No. 3 engine while 
flying between Teheran and New York. The 
plane was about to attempt a forced landing 
by moonlight on the beach at Venice, Italy, 
when the engine fell out and it was able to 
continue and land safely at Rome. 
A CAB examiner retriev ed the fallen motw 
and found that the gov ernor driv e shaft had 
failed, just as the Hamilton Standard Propeller 
Company bad warned. 
Tba CAB 
examiner 
further reported: 
“A rev iew of past gov ernor driv e shaft fail­ 
ures of this type rev ealed four others that 
occurred (hiring October and December, 19 55.” 
In other words, despite four failures, the 
CAA which enforces safety rules had not 
gHHinded the DC-7B until the propeller shaft 
defects c(Mild be remedied. 
Only after the near tragedy ov er Venice on 
Dec. 28, did the CAA act. On J ^ . 18, 1958, it 
made the change mandatory. 
Tragedy Over Pacific 
Another tragedy that could ha\^ been pre­ 
v ented occurred m March 17, 1955, when 
a 
Pan American Boeing 337 was ditched 35 miles 
off the Oregon coast while enroute to Australia. 
The plane had lost its No. 3 engine and had 
gone out of control. Three people were drowned 
and one died of shock. 
The CAB inv estigation rev ealed that the pilot 
had been unable to increase the power of the 
three good engines in order to compensate for 
the loss of No. 3, due to electrical failure. 
Here again both the airline and the CAA had 
been forewarned. 
On Dec. 21. 1953, the propeller manufacturer. 
Hamilton Standard, had recommended in its 
Serv ice Bulleton No. 283 that the circuit break­ 
ers and fuses be reduced in order to prev ent 
such failure. 
Howev er, CAA did not make the change man­ 
datory. And, while Pan American had made 
the change on its DC-6s, it hadn’t got around 
to altering its Boeing 337s. 
“Compliance with this bulletin was not man­ 
datory by the CAA,” wrote the CAB examiner, 
“although the importance of its text was ef­ 
fectiv ely demonstrated by the circumstances 
of tills accident.” 
Only on April 21, 1955, after the accident, did 
the CAA force all airlines to make this change

More Murders for Stalin—The next big bomb­ 
shell expected in Poland will be a formal ad­ 
mission by Sov iet leaders that Stalin and not 
the Nazis was responsible for the brutal Katyn 
Forest massacre of Poli.sh war prisoners. 
This confession is reported being prepared as 
a further mov e to destroy the last v estiges of 
Stalin’s reputation. . . . Stalin 
will b e b la med 
a s personally responsible for the massacre of 
not only the 15,000 Polish officers w'ho were 
massacred in 1943 but the death of some ^,000 
others whose grav es nev er hav e been found. 
Nix on Nasser—Admiral Radford, chairman 
of the joint chiefs of staff, has urged the State 
Department to cut off all aid to Egypt. Radford 
especially wants to cancel the big loan and 
grant which the United States offered Egypt to 
build the worlds’ biggest dam on the Nile Riv er. 
Premier Na.sser of Egypt. Radford warns, has 
nuzzled so close to Russia that he is v irtually 
a Communist 
with 
dangerous 
delusions 
of 
grandeur. The American money that is to go 
to Egypt, he says, would be far better spent 
in Pakistan and Iran, two countries firmly on 
the American side in the cold war.

As the nation’s motorist* begin paying an ex­ 
tra penny of federal tax on their gasoline to help 
foot the bill for the v ast new highway program, 
it should not be forgotten what a remarkable 
contribution the turnpikes hav e made to modern 
motor trav el in .America. 
On Aug. 15 at least 95 miles of the 158-mile 
Indiana turnpike will be opened to the public. 
Thereby, all but about 60 miles of a fabulous 
New York to Chicago turnpike network will hav e 
been put into operation. 
This fanta.stic system, free of stoplights, inter­ 
sections, .'¡ide roads and all the other usual 
highway encumlv erances, must of course be paid 
for by tolls forked up out of the motorist’s pock­ 
et. 
But until now they hav e constituted an almoat 
necessary expense, for these roads hav e been 
v irtually the only truly modem highways in the 
nation. With their great sweep, their great en­ 
gineering adv ances, they show bold use of the 
imagination in tackling one of our toughest prob­ 
lems. 
Indeed, by any fair measure they are the bea­ 
con for the new 41,000-mile national superhigh­ 
way program just signed into law. T h ^ hav e 
showm the unimaginativ e and the plodding ex­

It is a half-dometi room 
of rococo decor.

frowsy grwn. 
Jutting from the 
walls are marble busts of depart­ 
ed luminaries. (In a law office it 
would be Spy prints.) The Senators 
sit behind a raised bench, facing 
the door.

Klieg lights are eerily re­ 
inforced when the sun shines on a

But to say that Wilson has done 
well, or that Symington is a darker 
hcrse because of the hearings, does

importance. 
Much unsettling information ha.s 
fonnd its way into print because 
of them. 
For example. General Le.Ma>% of 
the Strategic .Air Command, warns 
that Russia may hav e a more pow­ 
erful long range striking force than 
we will in sev eral years. And the 
Army’s 
brilliant General 
Gav in 
says all out thermonuclear retalia­ 
tion again.st Russia might dispose 
of 100 million people in .Asia or 
Europe, depending on how the wind 
blows. This warning implies an ag­ 
onizing reappraisal of military doc­ 
trine may be necessary inasmuch 
as it might 
impractical and im­ 
moral to employ the ultimate wea­ 
pons now in hand. 
Incidentally. Wilson made an in­ 
teresting concession in his testi­ 
mony, and a concession his super­ 
ior might reject. Wilson conceded 
relativ e air strength was the im­ 
portant thing. .Administration think­ 
ing is that relativ e air strength it 
not the important thing insofar as 
the doctrine of deterrent power is 
concerned. The important thing is 
to hav e enough power to destroy 
any potential enemy. That deters 
him. More power is too much pow- 
That’s why the Administration 
is not dismayed by the prospect of 
Russia’s achiev ing air parity.

Let's take a look behind the 
scenes at a top ic that we hear 
mentioned almost every day of 
the year—the meat-typ e hog. L ^’a 
take • new look a /t the qu alities 
that a meat-typ e hog shou ld have. 
We might say that this meat 
hog shoilld have qu alities that will 
satisfy all the wants of the con­ 
su mer, retailer, p rocea^ir, noarket 
p eop le, 
and p rodu cer, 
qu alities 
that will give a reasonable retu rn 
to the p r<^u cer and all levels of 
the 
maiiceting 
and 
p rocessing 
channels; and that will p rovide 
the p ork cu ts desired by the con- 
iwmer at a reasonabte p rice to 
her. We 
have some ideas on 
the qu alities needed bu t there are 
differences of (p inion on what and 
how to get them. 
One school of thou gh wou ld lead 
you to believe that a meart-typ e 
hog has a p articu lar color of hair, 
jiiiap e of head, or carriage of ear 
Another school of thou ght wou ld 
give you tJie idea that all meat 
tyi>e hogs are U.S. No. I’s and 
all U.S. No. 1 s are meat-typ e 
hogs. .-\n analogy to this trend 
of thou ght wmild be to say that 
if you want a good wife you mu st 
chottse a “red-bead.” cw if you 
want a good au tomohile you mu st 
get • convert thle. 
It ap p ears that p <Kp le wiMit a 
combination of leaiMie« ® and ten­ 
derness in meat. This is not an 
ktifKxssibie combiatkm. 
'in defining a meat-typ e hog, 
let’a u se the word typ e as the 
key word. Typ e is all those char- 
acterLstics which contribu te to the 
u sefu lness of the animal for a 
ap ecific p u rp ose. 
We can mea.we tl» u sefu lness 
of hogs in three way's. 
First, by the hog’s ability to 
p rolifjcally rep rodu ce themselves. 
Considering the feed fed the sow 
as overhead, each p ig of an eight- 
p ig litter Is abfju t $6.25 in the 
red as comp ared to $8.33 for each 
p ig from a litter of ax. Eight 
p igs p w Utter is the accep ted 
standard.

Thu s, a 
20B p ou nd hog at 180 days has 
beoome the standard. 
The third measu re is the oon- 
.su mer’i accep tance o i the p oi^ 
cu ts. K is not entirely a lack of 
fat that the hou sewife wants bu t 
rather • lot of mu scle (red meat) 
with a faivorable ratio of fat to 
lean. 
So, meat-typ e hogs are those 
which will consistently rep ro(kice 
themselves in littens of eight or 
more p igs. AX n>arket weights of 
aOO-225 p ou ncfe they will have a 
minimu m of carcass fat and ade­ 
qu ate 
mu scling 
as 
to 
p rovide 
choice qu ality; readily accep table 
cu ts of p ork. And tb ^ will attain 
these two goals in from five to 
six months of age while on a fu ll 
feed of a common, p ractical, corn 
belt ration consisting liu ^gely of 
com 
Su ch a hog wou ld yield cu ts of 
p ork tiiat wou ld gain grou nd once 
again in the consu mer’s favor. 
Selection of breeding stock Is 
tiie most imp ortant item in get­ 
ting this kind of meat hogs. This 
kind of hog wou ld command high­ 
er market p rices every day.

Blister Beetles 
Many calls are coming to the 
Exten.sion Office regarding the con­ 
trol of blister beetles in garden.s. 
Some folks do not know the correct 
name and jiht^r do not know that 
they come in s^weral colo» rs. The 
slate colored ones .seem to t>e most 
p revalent this year and th(^ are 
the only ones that have two gen­ 
erations p t'r year. 
The larva of several varieties of 
the beetles feed on gra^hop p er 
eggs. Consequ ently, when there are 
lots of gras.shop p rs, 
the blister 
beetles also nsu ally bu ild u p . The 
recommended garden treatment is 
5 to 10 p er cent methoxychlor 
du st. A 5 p er cent du st can be 
made u p by u sing one tablesp oon 
of 50 ptiT cent wettable metboxy- 
chlor p owder and nir^ tablesp oons 
of common flou r. 
For field control u se fou r ou nces 
(if dieldrin if t}>e crop will not be 
liarvested whthin 30 days. Other­ 
wise, u .se 16 ou nc-es of malathion. 
The general garden sp ray of me­ 
thoxychlor and malathion is also 
u aially effective. The engineers at 
the radio stations are frequ ently 
asking qu estions abou t their gar­ 
dens when I go ou t in the mornings. 
Recently the man in the control 
room greeted me with the qu estio. 
“What is tlie long grey bu g that 
is eating all my p otatoes?” I su g- 
g^ted It was p robably one of the 
blister beetles, “Well”, he continu ­ 
ed, ‘T cam su re give you a testi­ 
monial 
on 
that 
methoxychlor. ’ 
‘‘It has controlled every insect I 
have had in the garden inclu ding 
that blister beetle.” 
New Garden Sheet 
The general sp ray Is mixed at 
the rate of one level tablesp oon of 
50 p er CKint methoxychlor wettable 
p owder, two level tablesp oons of 
zineh p owder and fou r level tea­ 
sp oons of 25 p er cent wettable 
malathion. This material shou ld be 
mixed u p fresh each time as it 
breaks down if the three ingredi­ 
ents are let stand together. 
The 
methoxychlor is 
for the 
chewing insects and the zineb for 
the diseases. The malathion works 
on both su cking insects and some 
of the “obewers.” 
Another fu ngicide, fixed cop p er, 
is recommended for controlling to­ 
mato disease the rest of the su m­ 
mer, Mehtoxychlor can be mixed 
with the cop p er to make a two way 
sp ray, Malathion seems to have an 
inju riou s effect on tomato fru it 
when they are small so it shcHild 
be u sed sp aringly on the tonijato 
p atch. 
A new garden sheet is now avail­ 
able at the Extension Office and 
insecticide stores that lists three 
garden sp rays. They inclu de the 
general sp ray, the fu ngickie for to- 
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matoes, and a comp lete sp ray for 
roes. The rtee sp ray inclu des 
other fu ngicide, cap tan, malathion 
and a detergent to serve as a wet­ 
ting agent. Su lp hu r is also added 
in the sp ring and fall. 
Chinch Bogs 
f’robably chinch bu gs are cau s­ 
ing the most concern at the p res­ 
ent time and as u su al they are 
very bard to control. 
Dieldrin is the only recommend- 
(“d material and it mu st be u sed 
at a very heavy rate, one third gal­ 
lon p er acre. With grasshop p ers it 
only takes a half p int p er acre 9o 
the comp arison can be seen. 
Also, the material mu st get on 
the bu gs. With larger corn it does­ 
n’t help mu ch to sp ray the material 
on the top of the corn p lant as 
the bu gs are behind the leaf sheath 
near the base of the stalk. That 
was the reason for the recom­ 
mendation that drop s be u sed from 
the sp rayer boom or the nozzles 
over the row be p lu gged and the 
ones between tlie rows be u sed to 
sp ray on the base of the stedka 
If half the nozzles were p lu gged 
the material wou ld^need to be mix 
ed twice as strong to get the same 
amou nt of material p er acre. 
Another indication of toe resist 
•vnce of the chinch bu g is the warn­ 
ing not to exp ect to see resu lts 
u nder 48 to 96 hou rs.

Afreement forms for the new 
Skdl Bank acreage reserve p rogram 
are available at you r local cou nty 
Agricu ltu ral Stabilization and Con­ 
servation office. To be effective 
for 1956, you mu st sign su ch an 
agreement to take p art in the acre­ 
age reserve p rogram by Ju ly 20 
Pu rp ose of the Soil Bank is to 
encou rage farmers to cu t crop 
acreages and thu s help redu ce 
farm su rp lu ses that are dep ress­ 
ing the market. 
In order to take 


Central Missou ri's W eek ly 
5Îa r m 5Îo ru m 


p art in the 
acreage reserve, you mu st comp ly 
with all allotments and the corn 
base established for you r farm. 
However, if you have a wheat 
acreage allotment of less than 15 
acres, you can p rodu ce u p to 15 
acres withou t becoming ineligible 
for acreage reserve p ayments on 
other basic crop s. 
At this stage of the season ytm 
p robably want to know how you 
can divert some of you r corn land 
into toe acreage reserve p rogram. 
Corn allotments f<M* this year 
originally totaled 43 million acres 
for the nation’s commercial com 
p rodu cing areas. When the Soil 
Bank law was p assed, this national 
allotment was boo.sted to 51 mil­ 
lion acres. 
If you have p lanted u p to you r 
Soil Bank corn base, which is large 
than you r original allotment, you 
are eligible for acreage reserve 
p ayment if you destroy 15 p er cent 
of this Soil Bank corn base. 
If you p lanted within you r origi­ 
nal corn allotment of 60 acres, 
you r Soil Bank corn base is 71 
acres. If you p u t this difference of 
11 acres in the acreage reserve 
p rogram, you r p ayments will be (K) 
p er cent of the loan rate in the 
cou nty times the local “normal” 
yield on the 11 acres. This p ay­ 
ment p er bu shel of corn varies 
from 89 to 94 cents in Missou ri’s 
commercial corn p rodu cing cou n­ 
ties. It is 92 cents in Pettis Cou nty. 
The only conditions to this agree­ 
ment are that the acreage diverted 
mu st be crop land and not waste­ 
land and that the land has not p ro­ 
du ced a crop in 1956. Land p as­ 
tu red u ntil Ju ne 22 can be p u t into 
the acreage reserve. 
Otherwise, 
any acreage now growing a crop 
that is p u t into the acreage reserve 
mu st have the crop destroyed by 
clip p ing or p lowing. 
Corn acreages destroyed by nat­ 
u ral cau ses by Ju ly 20 may also 
cou nt toward acreage reserve p ar­ 
ticip ation. In this case, the p ay­ 
ment will be based u p on the nor­ 
mal yield or the ap p raised yield — 
whichever is smaller. In any event, 
toe p ayment will not be less than 
i p er acre. 
This accou nt of the Soil Bank 
Acreage Reserve p r o gr a m u n­ 
dou btedly leaves you with many 
qu estions 
still u nanswered . The 
best way for you to find ou t how 
you can take p art in this p rogram 
to visit with you r local ASC 
committee abou t you r individu al 
situ ation.

Rye, barley, wheat, and oats 
have been or soon will be harvest­ 
ed. In many cases, the land wiU 
be u sed for another crop . 
The crop may be su dan, sorgo, 
soybeans, corn, or something else. 
In some cases, the land may be 
p rep ared for a late su tnmer sede- 
ing of a p astu re mixtu re of grasses 
and legu mes or a seeding 
al­ 
falfa. 
The soil treatments which shou ld 
be made will vary according to the 
p lant food nu trients now in the soil 
as well as the crop to be grown. 
The nu trients now in the soil can 
best be measu red by a soil test. 
Fertilization is often overlooked 
on Su dan grass, a coarse, fast 
growing crop . Bu t along with it’s 
big yield is a big cap acity to re­ 
sp ond to soil treatments. It neds 
liberal amou nts of nitrogen and 
enou gh p hosp hate and p otash to let 
the nitrogen work Remember that 
Sudan grass is a su mmer growing 
crop so p low u nder the fertilizer. 
The fertilization of sorgo or grain 
.sorghu ms is similar to corn. These 
crop s do better on p oor land with­ 
ou t fertilizer than com will on the 
same land. On the other hand, they 
will resp ond to fertilizer treatment. 
Less nitrogen is sometimes u sed in 
an attemp t to cu t down lodging. 
However, too little nitrogen cu ts 
down yield. Lodging may be cau sed 
by p lanting too thick or by too 
little p hosp hate and p otash for a 
p rop er fertility balance rather than 
ju st an excess of nitrogen. 
Soybeans are qu ite erratic in 
their resj>onse to fertilizer. If the 
land needs lime, ap p ly it ahead of 
soybeans. Also correct any major 
deficiency of p hosp hate or p otash. 
The soybean has a limited root su r­ 
face so fertilizer treatments mu st 
be heavy in order for the roots to 
p ick u p enou gh of the p lant food 
to do mu ch good. If rock p hosp hate 
is to be u sed on the land, ahead 
of soybeans is a good time to p u t 
it on. 
The need for p low down fertilzer 
ap p lications for com is ju st as 
great following small grains as for 
normal, earlier p l a n t i n g. Late 
p lanted corn has less need for 
starter fertilizer than early p lanted 
corn. 
Seeding alfalfa in the latter p art 
of Au gu st fits very well after bar' 
ley, wheat, rye, or oats harvested 
in Ju ne or Ju ly. 
The grou nd shou ld be p lowed as 
qu ickly after harvest of the small 
grains as is p ossible. Ap p ly the 
lime, p hosp hate, and p otash needed 
before p lowing. After p lowing, disk 
every week or two to kill the weed 
seeds which sp rou t and to make a 
good firm seedbed for the alfalfa 
Likewise a late su mmer p astu re 
seeding may follow smaU grains 
The soil treatments requ ired are 
very similar as for alfalfa. 


When You Do Those 
Farm Chores for Ju ly, 
Don’t Forget These 


Ju ly is the month to: 
Dig irish p otMoes as soon as the 
vines die. 
Make new p lanting of root vege 
tables for v/inter u se. 
Set you r lawn mower to cu t as 
high as p ossible du ring hot wea­ 
ther. 
Sp ray, fertilize and water roses 
regu larly if you w a n t flowers 
throu ghou t the su mmer. 
Use a recommended insecticide 
on grasshop p ers. 
Sp ray both old and new straw­ 
berry beds with a recommended 
weed killer to hold down su mmer 
weeds.

So me Ro ug hag e 
Cro ps Are Still 
Go o d to Plant 


Cou nty extension agents have 
been getting some qu estions abou t 
crop s that can still be seeded this 
year to make some rou ghage. This 
p roblem is confined mainly to 
areas where rou ghage is very 
short becau se of drou th. 
Here are some su ggestions frem- 
extension field crop s sp ecialists at 
the University of Missou ri on crop s 
that still can be seeded to make 
some rou ghage. 
Su dan grass can still be seeded 
and the growth u sed for either 
hay or silage. It makes a good 
tonnage bu t is hard to cu re when 
u sed as hay. Su dan grass will 
stand dry weather better than 
some other crop s. 
Sweet sorghu ms, su ch as Atlas 
sorgo, can still be seeded to make 
some rou ghage. Like Su dan grass, 
the sorghu ms are hard to cu re 
for hay bu t do make a good yield. 
Soybeans seeded at this time 
will still make some good hay 
u nder favorable weather condi­ 
tions. The yield is not as high bu t 
qu ality is better. Beans for hay 
shou ld be drilled solid u sing 60 
to 90 p ou nds p er acre. 
For extromely late seeding, the 
sp ecialists say one p ossibility is 
German millet. The hay is rather 
low in qu ality bu t will fill a need 
in some cases. 
Another way to hit at this p rob­ 
lem of a shortage of rou ghages 
is to redu ce the amou nt of rou gh­ 
age that will be needed. The field 


Farm Pro duct 
Prices Sho w 
Impro v ement

imp rovement in recent we'eks. The 
p arity ratio is mrw alxiu t U com­ 
p ared to a low of 80 in December 
and Janu ary.

Therefore,

Land p rices, which have contin­

115 youngsters for four hours be­ 
fore rescue workers could get 
them to high ground. 
Today, the young campers be­ 
gan cleaning up the mud and de­ 
bris which followed in the wake 
of 4»4 inches of rain in two hours. 
No one was reported Injured. 
The scene <rf the flood was 
Camp Ohio in northern Licking 
County. 
A 
“wall 
of 
water’’ 
swept 
through the darkness, .smashing 
at least one cabin, washing out 
six bridges and cutting off roads 
as rescuers searched frantically 
for a way into the flooded area. 
In some places the water was 
over the roofs of autos. 
Sheriff’s deputies credited the 
children’s disciplined conduct with 
preventing what might have been 
a disaster. 
“Thank God there was no pan­ 
ic,’’ said Sheriffs Sgt. Kenneth 
Payne. 
The campers, ranging in age 
from 9 to 16 years, arrived yes­ 
terday to begin a two-week sum­ 
mer outing. Most were from farm 
communities 
in

about 50 miles away. 
A camp counsellor said there 
was no hint of danger until “a 
roar and a wall Of water” cas­ 
caded through the low-lying area, 
A cabin was torn from its founda­ 
tion and carrit'd half a mile down 
a small stream, where it smashed 
a bridge. 
Counsellors and rescue workers 
groped in the darkness trying to 
assemble the children and get 
them to high ground.

Extension Entomologist Sttoling 
Kyd warns that grasshopper num­ 
bers aa-e very high to many areas 
of Missouri. And he says damage 
could be severe if we have some 
hoi, dry weather. 
Kyd points out that now it the 
time to take control measures in 
order to prevent gra.sshopper dam­ 
age in the future. Four different 
chemicals can be used for con­ 
trol: 
heptachlor, 
aldrin, 
toxa 
phene, and dieldrin. 
Heptachlor or aldrin at the rate 
of four ounces per acre should be 
used where the crop will be har­ 
vested soon or the pasture is need­ 
ed again as soon as possible. With 
either heptachlor or aldrin, a sev­ 
en day waiting period is required 
between spraying and harvesting 
or grazing. 
A much longer waiting period 
is needed when either toxaphene 
or dieldrin is used. 
Toxaphene 
should be put on at two pounds 
per acre and it requires a 40-day 
waiting period. 
Dieldrin should be applied at 
V/2 ounces per acre and it re­ 
quires a .30-day waiting period. 
These

insecticides, 
toxa­ 
phene and dieldrin, should be used 
primarily for hopper control in
